GAGGED BYTHB BOERS 



Uitlandei's Forcibly Prevented 
From Discussing Their Griev- 
ances in Public Meeting 1 . 



Desperate Fighting in the Hall 
and Whole Interior of 
Building Wrecked. 



President Kruger Had Given Sane 
tion for Meeting and Expresses 
Jtegret at Trouble. 



By Associated Press. 

Loudon, Jan. 17. — The Capetown cor- 
responded of the Daily Mail, who con- 
firms the report that the Johannesburg 
meeting on Saturday was broken up by 
bauds of armed and organized Boers, 
says! "The Boers occupied the build- 
ing quite an hour before the commence- 
ment of the meeting, and from the gal- 
leries threw down boxes und chairs and 
lahles op. n the Uitlnnders in the arena. 
Within 15 minutes terrible fighting was 
in progress. The whole interior was 
wrecked, the police remaining passive 
spectators, and the wreckage made a 
huge pile on the main floor of the hall. 
At one stage in the lighting the police 
caught a young Boor trying to set fin; 
to the debris but they liberated him after 
a mild rebuke. At this point a fresh 
contingent of Boers invaded the hall, 
flourishing sticks and iron burs and at- 
tacking every Uitlander they came 
across. The Uitlnnders made for the 
doors, escaping after a terrible scuffle, in 
which many were injured. Outside the 
hall they formed tip, waiting for a fur- 
ther attack. 

The- Itoers then held a meeting inside 
the wrecked hall, emerged and marched 
to the police barracks, cheering the 
government ami hooting the Uitlnnders, 
Huge crowds thronged the streets 
throughout the night. 

The censorship at Johannesburg is 
very strict, but the latest telegrams say 
that nuiny scenes of violence occurred in 
the streets after the meeting. Matters 
had begun to look ugly when the police 
commnhd'ant persuaded the Boers to 
depart, maav remaining behind and sing- 
ing the nntionn! anthem. The English- 
men' who were arrested after the meet- 
ing for disturbing the peace were ulti- 
mately released. President Kruger am) 
the Boer authorities are said to be great- 
ly annoyed, because the President had 
promised to permit the meeting if con- 
ducted in orderly fashion.

Lender of Opposition Defends Course of 
Semite on Yukon Railway Issue.

London, Jan. 16.— Inquiries at the 
foreign office concerning the alleged Rus- 
lan-Afghan alliance elicited only ex- 
pressions of incredulity and derision. 

The report originated in Paris, and is 
treated there with much seriousness by 
the French papers, but it lacks every 
feature of probability. Under the treaty 
with tireat Britain, Russia is bound to 
regard Afghanistan as exclusively with- 
in the sphere of British domination, 
and she understands that the undermin- 
ing of British influence would be tanta- 
mount to a declaration of war. The 
London press is n unit with respect to 
this view. 

If the present Ameer consented to be- 
come a eatspaw of Russia the British 
forces would immediately take posses- 
sion and hold Kandahar and Cnbul. 



GOODBYE TO DIXGLEY. 

An Impressive Scene in the House of 
Representatives. 

Washington, Jan. 10. — A state funeral, 
almost majestic in its impressivoness, 
was given late Representative Dingley 
at noon to-diLj- in the house of represen- 
tatives, where he has so long been a 
commanding figure. The President, his 
cabinet, distinguished members of the 
diplomatic corps, members of the Su- 
preme court, senate and house and dis- 
tinguished men in military and civil life, 
were ranged about his bier on the lioor 
of the hall. The galleries, to which ad- 
mission could be (Obtained only by card, 
were occupied by families of those who 
sit on the lloor and oilier prominent per- 
sonages invited to be present. Some of 
them, like :i delegation from the New 
York chamber of commerce, bad come 
from a distance to pay their last tribute 
of respect to the dead statesman. Thous- 
ands of people streamed through the 
main door down past the casket and 
gazed upon the calm, serene features of 
the dead. During the interval before 12 
o'clock almost every member of the 
house who is in the city, cunie in and 
stood for a moment by the casket with 
bowed head. The deep grief of nil "was 
manifest. 

FJxuctly at noon Speaker Reed ascend- 
ed the rostrum and called the house to 
order. The clerk read the resolutions 
adopted by the house and senate. A 
deep hush fell upon the assemblage. Sud- 
denly up aloft in the rear of the press 
gallery the notes of an organ pulsed and 
echoed through the hall. It was the first 
time in the history of the house of rep- 
resentatives that music had been heard 
in it. A quartette sang impressively 
"Crossing the Bar." ll was a very sim- 
ple service. 

The body lay in state in the hull of the 
house until shortly before the time for 
the departure of the special train which 
conveyed the remains and the party to 
Lewiston. It was then conveyed to the 
Pennsylvania station, whence the train 
departed ut 4:10 p.m. 

CHINA'S UNRULY EMPEROR. 

Disobeys the Dowager Empress and In- 
verts Himself with Coats and 
Monkeys. 

Pekin. Jan. 10— Pnlnce reports de- 
scribe ill-reeling between the Dowager 
Empress and the Emperor. On several 
occasions recently the Emperor, it is 
claimed, disobeyed the Dowager Em- 
press. 

The chief amusement of the Emperor 
at present, the palace reports also say, 
is training goats and monkeys. 

Reports from Sliangtung province say 
the populace there is almost ui a state 
of rebellion. The missionaries anticipate 
trouble. It is added that French war- 
ships have been ordered to boo CHOW.

Ottawa, Jan. 10 — A communication 
Was received from the olllce of the high 
commissioner to-day, slating that the 
admiralty have consented to allow 
Canadians to tender for certain classes 
of supplies for the Imperial navy. The 
supplies include salt beef in casks, dried 
and evaporated vegetables in tins, and 
preserved beet' or mutton in tins. Per- 
sons desiring to tender must lirst obtain 
permission from the admiralty, so that 
Inquiries can be made as to the ability 
Of applicants to carry out contracts. It 
is thought that for the squadrons on 
both the Atlantic and the Pacific coasts 
Canadians could furnish a good portion 
of the supplies now sent from England. 

W. C. Gates (" Swiftwater Bill "J of 
Dawson, who is here, says Mr. Ogilvie 
told him before leaving Dawson that he 
had recommended a reduction of the 
gold royalty to '2\'i or 3 per cent, on the 
net output.

CZAR'S PEACE PLANS. / 

Subjects to Come Before the Conference 
of European Representatives. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 10. — The circular 
issued Thursday last by Count Mura- 
vieff, minister of foreign affairs, regard- 
ing the coming meeting of representa- 
tives of the European powers, in answer 
to the Czar's appeal for disarmament, 
suggests that it is desirable to arrive at 
an understanding on the following points, 
namely: 

1, To agree not to increase naval or 
military forces and the corresponding 
budgets, for n lixed period. 

'2- To endeavor to find means of re- 
ducing the forces and budgets in future. 

To interdict the use of any new- 
weapon or explosive more powerful than 
now made. 

4. To restrict the use of the- most ter- 
rible of existing explosives, and to for- 
bid the throwing of any explosives from.' 
balloons or similarly. 

5. To forbid the employment of sub- 
marine torpedoes and similar contriv- 
ances. 

li. To undertake not to build vessels 
with rams. 

7. To apply the existing convention to 
naval warfare. 

S. To neutralize vessels, saving those 
wrecking In naval battles. 

0. To revise the declaration concern- 
ing the laws and customs of war elabor- 
ated at Brussels in 1874. 

10. To accept the principle of media- 
tion and arbitration in such eases as lend 
themselves thereto.

Kinsman, Williams, Phillips, 
Humphrey, Brydon, Beckwlth, Stewart, 
Hay ward and Lnngley, all the tour mem- 
bers of Inst year's council being stated 
together. 

After expressing his pleasure ui wel- 
coming I lie new aldermen and hoping that 
(he council's labors duriug the year would 
resuli la benetil to the city, the Mayor 
delivered the following Inaugural ad 
dress: 

Gent leuien, - Ai this the first moetlug of 
the council tor 18!)!), which year promises 
1,1 lie an eventful one in the municipal 
history of Victoria, not only on account 
oi the expectation of coining prosperity, 
tml als" because of the Increased Interest 
taken by the citizens in municipal govern- 
ment, which has resulted to the formation 
of a cointnlttoG of fifty, composed of citi- 
zens representing the different interests of 
our city, having for its objects the effect- 
ing of certain reforms In municipal govern- 
ment ami administration, and a desire to 
assist the council la Its endeavors to secure 
-the same. I propose to submit for year 
consideration the following remarks upon 
some of the most important subjects that 
will require your attention during the year, 
with a few suggestions as to the method 
of dealing with the same, and I trust that 
we shall all, during our term of office, 
■work loyally together in our endeavors 
to carry out the general principles em- 
bodied In the preliminary platform or the 
Committee of 'Fifty, which has been prac- 
tically endorsed by the citizens, and for 
'the advancement of the moral and material 
Improvement of the city of Victoria. 

Slreet Improvement.— As the amount 
available out of general revenue for street 
Improvement Is only about $30,000 or $35,- 
000 per annum, and the half of that sinu 
1.4 required for maintenance. It is impos- 
sible for the council to undertake any per- 
r.iairent work In that direction out of that 
revenue such work can only be done on the 
'local improvement plan. The council of 
n898 have completed the arrangements for 
-paving Fort street from Government to 
Douglas on that plan, and the money for 
carrying out the work Is provided, so that 
.as soon as the weather will permit tin' 
work will be undertaken, and It Is to bo 
hoped that the property owners on the 
principal business streets will allow them- 
selves to be assessed In the same manner 
lor the construction of similar Improve- 
ments. Before any work of the kind can 
"be undertaken on an extensive scale, it will 
T>o necessary to obtain such amendments to 
ilic Local Improvement Act ns will enable 
'1lie council to borrow the whole amount 
necessary for the work upon tho credit 
of tho property benefited, for n term not 
exceeding the life of the Improvement, ami 
:ilso to permit the council to pay the city's 
share of the' cost In annual instalments out 
■of general revenue, Instead of being re- 
-nuired as at present to pay the whole 
-tmiouni out of tho revenue for one year, 
n condition which makes any permanent 
improvement In our streets impossible. If 
-the desired amendment can be obtained, 
(lie paving on Broad, Yates and Johnson 
utrccts can be commenced nt once, if the 
■property owners desire It, hut before Gov- 
ernment street can be paved It will be 
necessary to linve a larger water main 
laid, ami 1 would urge the council to make 
nn appropriation for that purpose, so that 
tho principal street in our city may bo 
made permanent as soon as possible. With 
regard to general street work, 1 would 
make the same recommendation Unit I 
made last year, viz., that the appropriation 
for streets he divided Into two parts, one 
for the amount necessary tor denning, 
sprinkling and ordinary repairs to roods 
and sidewalks, which might he called main- 
tenance account— the other portion might be 
called const ruction account— and before any 
money Is expended on that account the 
engineer and street superintendent should 
report to Hie council what streets are 
most: In need of improvement, and the 
•cost of each; the council could then con- 
sider the reports, and, If the funds would 
not admit of the whole being carried out, 
could decide which portion. In their opin- 
ion, 11 would he most desirable to adopt, 
atlld would Instruct the engineer to pro 
-reed with the work till the appropriation 
should he exhausted, reserving a certain 
-amount for unforsccn contingencies that 
might arise. By adopting that or n similar 
system, nn.l thereby enabling the engineer 
1o plan out. his work for the year and to 
arrange for carrying It out: to the best 
advantage, I am satisfied thai better and 
more economical results can be obtained 
il, an by dealing with each piece of street 
work separately. 

Harbor Improvements and Bridges.— The 
improvement of the harbor Is a vital neces- 
sity for the welfare and prosperity of Vic- 
toria, and us the only scheme having that 
object la view Is that of Mr. Sorby, I 
would earnestly recommend the council to 
fc'Ive It careful and prompt consideration. 
Mr. Sorby Is confident that (he bill to 
Incorporate the harbor commission will 
ii.' passed at the coming session of the Do- 
minion parliament, and It should be the 
<lulv of the council Immediately after the 
passing of the hill to appoint a Joint com- 
mission of engineers and accountants io 
examine the plans and estimate of cost. 
t>.nd revenue, so that in the event of such 
' report being satisfactory the scheme may 
lie submitted to the ratepayers for their 
approval during the coming summer* James 
Hay bridge Is another matter which will 
'Have to ho dealt with at an early date. 
The engineer lias prepared plans and esti- 
mates of cost for two different methods of 
dealing with that and the mud flats.

11 properly and to make some much need- 
ed Improvements, I would therefore re- 
commend that the council take steps to 
obtain the consent of the ratepayers for a 
larger appropriation. 

Cemetery.— As the old cemetery ground 
is fast filling up, and the tests made? In 
the new ground last spring demonstrated 
conclusively that It is admirably suited 
for cemetery purposes, an appropriation 
should bo made for constructing the main 
roads through the same; they are already 
surveyed, and a sum of St, 000 would prob- 
ably be sufficient for the purpose. 

Home for tlie Aged and Infirm,— It would 
be advisable for the council to endeavor 
Io secure a more suitable site for this 
Institution, as the ground on which the 
Maiding stands will shortly be required 
for cemetery purposes, for which is was 
originally purchased. The building Is very 
old, and Is at the best, but a makeshift, 
it will be necessary ere long to erect a new 
building for a home, mid when that is 
done II would. In my opinion, be better 
lo bin e one that would accommodate both 
men and women. There an- a number of 
the latter nt present being maintained by 
tbe city in a separate Institution, and 
I think It would be better In every way 
if they could be accommodated under the 
same roof. 

Fire Department.— The difficulties In the 
way of carrying out the Improvements con- 
templated by tlie council of 1808 having 
ail been removed and the lots on which 
to erect a new fire hall in tli" eastern 
part of the city having been purchased 
the council can proceed at once to have 
the plans for the new building prepared. 
The lire hall on Yates street having been 
sold, some alterations will have to he made 
in the interior of the market, building to 
provide accommodation for the men and 
apparatus at present housed in the Yates 
street hull, and also for the new engine 
when It arrives, and it U a . question for 
consideration whether it would not be bet- 
ter to provide for the whole of the men 
and apparatus required for the central 
part of the city being under one roof. 
Should It In' so decided, the present fire 
ball on Pandora street would be avail- 
able for any other municipal purpose. The 
question whether to continue the depart- 
ment on Its present basis of part full paid 
ami pari call, or to substitute therefor 
a full paid department is one deserving 
of your serious consideration. 

City Hall. The present method of heal- 
■ng the hall is very unsatisfactory, being 
expensive, laborious, dirty and Insufficient, 
tlie corridors being almost unbearable in 
severe weather, and I would recommend 
In Hie council the desirability of Intro- 
ducing some more modern system before

VANCOL'VEIt MAX'S SUICIDE. 

A Well-Known .Mining Engineer Shoots 
Himself in Seattle Hotel. 

Vancouver, Jan. 10.— (Special)— Tin 
news of the suicide of Uobert .latniesoti, 
of Vancouver, in the Itainier Grand hotel 
at Seattle, was heard with great regret 
in this city, lie was well known and 
highly respected, The funeral took 
place from Christ church this evening 
and was very largely attended. 

.himiesun was an expert mining and 
mechanical engineer. According tn the 
story received from Seattle he shot him- 
self witli a .US, calibre Smith & Wesson 
revolver. Tlie bullet passed through the 
head on a horizontal line from a point: 
near the riglu ear. Although uncon- 
scious, Jumieson lived nearly three-quar- 
ters of an hour, lie left the following 
note on his dresser: 

" Wire tu the ttev. Norman Tucker, 
of Vancouver. 1!. C. Io inform my wife. 
Also inform Lawyer Shepherd here." _ 

Despondency produced by the unsatis- 
factory outcome of a claim made by de- 
ceased' for $25,000 in connection with 
the Kootenny Water. Light and Power 
company, is 'thought to have been the 
cause of suicide. .lamieson is said to 
have been lli intidentiul mining ex- 
pert of LillieJlthlll »t Co., Of San Fran- 
cisco, and was in Seattle awaiting orders, 
having arrived from Vancouver last 
Wednesday. He was unwell, complain- 
ing of the grippe and troubled with in- 
somnia. 

During the greater part of Friday and 
I Saturday he remained in his room, and 
i complained of severe pains in his head, 
j About :!::!!) o'clock J. C. RIcBridie, one 
of tlie bell-boys, was preparing his bath 
j in an adjoining room. A pistol shot 
suddenly broke the silence. Bridie 
rushed Into the room and saw Mr. Jamie- 
son propped up in bed, blood gushing 
from either side of his head and stream- 
ing down mi the pillows and bed-covers. 
The boy informed Clerk Smead, who, 
after calling Dr. J. S. Kloeher. hurried 
i to the room and found Mr. .lamieson un- 
scious, a .38 cnlibro revolver clasped in 
his right hand. Three-quarters ot* an 
■ hour later death came. 

Mr. .lamieson was about -10 years old. 
He was a native of Scotland, hut had 
lived in the Pacific Northwest for V2 or 
ITi years. He was well educated and 
especially well informed on nil scientific 
utters. As a mining engineer ho had 
high reputation.

The majority of them cannot know 
whether to-day some person in their em- 
ploy will not do something which, under 
the ridiculous construction of the law 
now prevailing, will not forfeit their 
seals and render them liable to a pen- 
alty. The Colonist insists now, as it in- 
sisted from tho outset, that the law does 
not apply to any such cases us those of 
Mr. Hall, Mr. Tisdall or McPhillips, or 
any such cases as that which Col. Baker 
has in mind when he declines to take his 
seat. We reprint a copy or the section 
.and repent our argument thereon. The 
■ section is as follows: 

No person whosoever holding or enjoy- 
ing, undertaking or executing, directly 
. or indirectly, alone or with any other, by 
himself or by the interposition of any 
trustee or, third party, any contract or 
agreement with Her Majesty, or with 
any public officer or department, with 
respect to the public sen-ice of this prov- 
ince or under which any public money of 
this province is to he paid for any ser- 
vice or work, shall be eligible us it mem- 
ber of the legislative assembly, nor shall 
he sit or vote therein- 

We note first that tho payment of 
money is not essential in order to vacate 
w scat. A simple contract or agreement 
with Her Majesty with respect to the 
'•public service of the province is suffi- 
' ciont. A contract or agreement for 
gratuitous services would vacate a seat. 
I But wo also contend that the strict let- 
/ tor of tho section does not make the pay- 
ment of money to a. member out of the 
; treasury sufficient to vacate his seat, un- 
i less there has been a contract or agree- 
ment entered into by such member, or 
some one on his behalf. The law of 
ugonc'y hero applies. Premier Semlin 
owns; a ranch. Ho doubtless has some- 
one in J charge of it while ho is in Vic- 
loriii attending to his public duties. The 
person in charge is doubtless authorized 
to sell farm produce to any person who 
wants- to bay it; but he would not, un- 
less' specially authorized, be empowered 
^i^imikc, a contract between Mr. Semlin 
j.Viitl tier Majesty, or with any public of- 
Ipfcer (qiMdebHttment. No ngenl can have 
constructive authority to make a. con- 
tract rendorilig his principal liable to a 
penalty. Mr. Hall sells coal. As a coal 
Muereha'pt lie sold coal lo Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclnnos. In so doing he made 
no contract with Her Majesty or with 
niljj public olliccr or department. He 
"supposed he was dealing with his old 
eustojnoi i ,''th'c Hon. T. R. Mclnnos, and 
Mr. Melnncs, thought so too. When it 
came to paying Mr. Hall, a check was

issued from the treasury. Up to the 
time this check was accepted by Mr. 
Hall he was certainly not disqualified. 
He had no mention of making a contract 
or agreement with the government. If 
he had supposed that ho was making out 
he would have told the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor that he could not lill his order for 
coal. He was perfectly innocent of an;, 
intention to transgress tho law. Now 
wo submit that no man can be made 
party to :m infraction of the law against 
his will, so as to render himself liable t< 
a penalty, and it was to prevent such ; 
thing that the language used in the stat 
ute was employed. The gravamen of tin 
offence ngninst the statute is tin: '-hold- 
ing or enjoying, undertaking or execu- 
ting a contract or agreement." It tal 
two persons to make a contract or agt 
incut, and no person can be made 

party to a conlrncl or agreement without 
his knowledge or consent. If he can be, 
if the payment of a bill by the govern 
ment makes the person io whom tie 
money is paid a party lo a contract o 
agreement with the government, then th 
government can. by paying any account, 
render vacant the seat or n member 
Let us carry the matter a little further 
Suppose thai -Mr. Hall had gone mi sup 
plying coal t" governmenl house in per 
foci Rood faith, believing that be wai 
simply selling it to an old customer, Hint 
is .Mr. Mclnnos, and suppose he bad m 
glected lo send in bis bill, or, bavin 
sent it iii, the government had delayed 
paying il until after .Mr. Hall had sat 
throughout a whole session. Would In 

have been liable to a penally of $300 I 
day for every liny of the session'.' If til 
answer is in the tilllmntive, then il must 
be held that a mail can make a contract 
or agreement with a party with whom 
he is not conscious of having any deal 
ings whatever and against his will 
which is not law. If the answer is in 
the negative, and that the liability only 
would attach when the bill is paid, then 
we have the novel proposition that th 
payment of an account by a third party 
creates a new contract and renders the 
contractor liable to the party paying tin 
bill. If the first proposition is true, then 
it is possible for a person contracting in 
good faith with n party to become liabl 
to an undisclosed third party, for whom 
the second party is in reality iictinr. 
tigent. If the second proposition is 
corned, then any third party can at 
time, by stepping in and paying a bill, 
acquire rights in a contract to which he 
is not a party, and without the consent 
anil ngninst the wish of the other parties 
thereto. 

This argument does not apply to such 
a case as that of Mr. Tisdall, or the 
supposititious case of Mr. Semlin. When 
Mr. Tisdall sold cartridges to the police- 
man he knew that they were for a public 
olliccr. If Mr. .Semlin sold a sack of 
oats to a road boss, ho knew that they 
were for a person connected with n pub 
lie department. The more fact that neither 
Mr. Tisdall, in fact, nor Mr. .Semlin in 
the supposititious case, knew of the sale, 
cuts no figure. If the mere sale of the 
goods and merchandise in the ordinary 
course of business to a person to be used 
in tho public service disqualifies a mem- 
ber from sitting in the house, such sales 
would furnish a disqualification. But 
wo contend that such a. sale does not 
work any disqualification. A. B.'s agent 
sells a sack of oats to a road boss for $1, 
and gets the money at, the time of the 
sale. Can it be said that A. B. held or 
enjoyed a contract with Her Majesty, 
or with any public officer or department? 
If a man goes into a cigar-stand and 
buys a cigar, will any lawyer say that 
tho dealer holds arid enjoys n contract or 
agreement with' the man? Do the addi- 
tion of the words "undertaking or execu- 
ting" make the case any stronger? We 
contend that they do not. It is said that 
"common law is common sense," and 
when wo construe a section in a statute 
we apply to it the meaning which Un- 
common law of the country has placed 
upon the words. 

Wo also wish to add tho suggestion 
that, the words "service or work" do not 
apply to sales of merchandise in the or- 
dinary course of business. We do not 
think that • it would bo contended that 
the cigar dealer in the case above sug- 
gested would he held to have performed 
"service or work" for the man who 
bought the cigar. We conclude by add- 
ing that common sense ought to prevail, 
and that a section defining what the 
statute menus should have been passed. 
It is of course now too late to do this in 
fairness lo Hit! members who have re- 
signed. 

Mr. Semlin said in his place in the 
bouse yesterday that he did aol know 
whether or not ho had violated the ael 

to secure the independence of the legis- 
lature, but proposed to sit until he found 
out. Col. Baker stated thai while there 
was a possibility that he might have 
violated (he act, he would not sit. Mr. 
Turner learned that, he came within the 
new construction of the act, by reason 
of a sale made by the Nelson branch of 
bis linn. He has not yet resigned but 
may do so immediately. A dozen mem- 
bers of (he house are in the same posi- 
tion as Mr. Semlin and Col. Baker. They 
do not know whether they arc disqualifi- 
ed or not. 

Tho situation is rapidly developing all 
the Clements of a farce. The province is 
being made the laughing stock of the 
whole country. Mr. Semlin stated that 
Mr. Tisdall had boon advised that he 
was liable to a penalty and that he 
should resign. This means that the pres- 
ent Attorney-General is responsible for 
the new interpretation of tho statute. It 
is (utile correct that tho present govern- 
men is not. responsible for the statute, 
which was passed many years ago. lis 
responsibility is for the manner in which 
the statute is being construed. Of course 
the Attorney-General only expresses an 
opinion and the court might hold directly 
the contrary, hut this docs not relieve 



the government from tho responsibility 
of precipitating this extraordinary con- 
dition of things, which substantially 
amounts to the position that unless a 
man does business as a joint stock com- 
pany or is a vagrant he cannot take his 
seat in the legislature, without rendering 
himself liable to heavy penalties. We in- 
sist that this is not the law, and that no 
court will hold it to bo tho law, 

Mr. Turner takes this view of Hie case, 
and personally is prepared to accept any 
responsibility, but ho has others to con- 
sider. He cannot, as a business man and 
a member of u firm, in justice to himself 
or his partners, place himself in a posi- 
tion which may render him liable, how- 
ever doubtfully, to a penalty of $500 a 
day. 

THE MEANING OF THE ADDRESS 

Mr. Joseph Martin, speaking to the ad- 
dress yesterday, said that it was a mis- 
take to say that the act of the govern- 
ment in sending for the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor to assent, lo a 'hill, before the ad- 
dress had passed was an insult to the 
crown. Wo did not know that any one 
had taken this position, but if they did 
the proposition would be ten times more 
tenable than Mr. Martin's explanation as 
lo why il is no! an insult. Said Mr. 
Martin, substantially: Not a word of Hie 
speech emanates from the Lieutenant- 
Governor, for the government write mil 
tho speech for him, and the reply is only 
i he reply of the government itself. This 
is a peculiarly Martinosqtro conception 
of constitutional law. We suppose it. is 
the new constitution which the News-Ad- 
vertiser desires to see substituted for the 
old-fashioned British article. 

It was real kind for Mr. Martin to 
inform the legislature of British Colum- 
bia that the Lieutenant-Governor does 
not lie awake at night thinking over his 
speech, but ho might have assumed that 
the members know this already, without 
giving them credit tor an undue amount 
of intelligence.* Nothing betrays more 
strongly Mr. Martin's contempt for the 
legislature, a contempt which he cannot 
keep out of bis voice or his expression 
when ho rises to speak, than this piece of 
kindergarten information. But we puss 
on to the application of this proposition 
to the address in reply. This is not the 
response of the government to itself, as 
Mr. Mania says, but the response of 
tho house to the government. If affords 
the only means whereby tho Lieutenant- 
Governor can know that his advisers 
possess the confidence of the house. We 
affirm that this is good constitutional 
law, that. there is not a precedent 
against it and that it lias been acted 
upon time and time again. We shall not 
pursue the argument any further, for 
it has already been dealt with in these 
columns. 



THE LAW IN WASHINGTON. 

Mr. Turner read a letter in the house, 
when the placer mining bill was under 
discussion, referring to the law of the 
slate of Washington in regard to mines. 
Mr. Turner said that he gave tho house 
the letter for what it. was worth, for he 
was not aware of what the law of Wash- 
ington was on the subject. Wo have' 
taken tho trouble to look up the state 
constitution on this point and it is as 
follows: 

Section 22. The ownership of lands by 
aliens, other than those who in good faith 
have declared their intention to become 
citizens of the United States, is prohi- 
bited in this state, except where acquir- 
ed by inheritance; under mortgage or 
in good faith in the ordinary course of 
justice in the collection of debts; and 
all conveyances of lands hereafter made 
to any alien directly, or in trust for such 
alien, shall be void; provided that the 
provisions of this section shall not ap- 
ply to lands containing valuable deposits 
of minerals, metals, iron, coal or fireclay, 
and the necessary land for mills and ma- 
chinery to be used in tho development 
thereof and tho manufacture of tho pro- 
ducts therefrom. Every corporation, the 
majority of the capital stock of which 
is owned by aliens, shall be considered 
an alien for tho puriKiso of this section. 

This provision of the state constitution 
has no application to the acquisition of 
mining claims under the law of the 
United States, that is, to claims on hind 
owned by the United States, as by fur 
the greater pari, of the public domain in 
the state of Washington is owned. The 
letter road by Mr. Tumor referred to an 
act of congress granting aliens privileges 
in the territories of the United States 
The word "territories"' in tho act in 
question is to be understood in a narrow 
sense, ami no! in the broad sense of the 
word "territory." The territories of tin 
United Stales within the meaning of thai 
ael of congress are New Mexico, A ri 
•zona and Alaska.

The Wellington Enterprise and tin 
Times lake an incorrect view of the pow- 
er of the Lieutenant-Governor to with- 
hold his asseni from a bill. Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclnnos stated; tho law very 
correctly in his letter to Mr. -I. H. Fal- 
coner, secretary of tho citizens' meeting. 
He can only withhold his assent, to a 
bill when hi' feels satisfied that ho "can 

find other ministers who will assume re< 
ponsihility for his action." In urgin. 
the Lieutenant-Governor to withhold his 
assent from tin; bill relating to East Lil- 
looot and North Yale, the Colonist took 
the position that if ho did so, ho would 
have to find a new ministry, which in 
Ibis case would not. have been difficult. 
The constitutional practice is the same in 
this case as in the dismissal of a minis- 
try— the action of the crown or its rep- 
resentative must 1)0 adopted by a minis- 
try, and hi; confirmed by tho people 
through their representatives. To judge 
from some of tho things that have boon 
lid and written on this subject, one 
would supiKise that there are no prece- 
dents. There are precedents sufficient to 
establish the rule. 



The supporters of tho government pro- 
pose to make an effort to capture one or 
more of the Victoria scats. This is with- 
in tho right of that party, but we do not 
anticipate any different result to that 
of Inst summer. It is Important that no 
time should he lost by the opposition in 
preparing for the campaign, which will 
necessarily be a short one. 

The Times asks the Colonist to tell it 
why it is nonsense to charge the late 
government with conniving at tho vio- 
lation of the law lo secure tho indepen- 
dence of the legislature. We reply that 
it is nonsense to make any charge which 
cannot he substantiated and which the 
person milking it knows cannot bo sub- 
stantiated. 



Willi a view to promoting peace and 
getting ready for the disarmament, Tur- 
key has ordered 103 Krupp guns and 30,- 
000 shrapnel shells. Said the Speaker of 
a Kansas legislature: "I'll have quiet- 
ness ami decorum in this house, if I 
have lo lick every member myself." 

As an example of the neighborly feeling 
which our friends across the border ap- 
peal to in order to prevent the passage 
of the placer mines bill, we may refer to 
the refusal of the Americans to consent 
to a reduction of more than 20 per cent, 
in. the lumber duties. 

If a more-hunt sends out a trnyelliiU' 
salesman, who slops at a hotel and takes 
a receipted bill for his board, to turn in 
with his expense account, can it be said 
that the merchant held or enjoyed a 
contract with the hotel keeper'.' 



GREAT BRITAIN AND AMERICA. 

Loudon Spectator. 
The air is full of talk of alliances, 

and of how g 1 for the country it 

would be to ally ourselves with this or 
that, power. Frankly, wo do not feel 
liny very great enthusiasm on. the sub- 
ject, except in the case of the United 
States, anil there we do not see so 
much an alliance as tho recognition of 
the bond of kinship. We want no regu- 
lar treat v of alliance with America, but 
merely the acceptance of the principle 
that, 'however different may he their in- 
terests ami aspirations, and however 
much separated their spheres of notion, 
hrothors-in-blood never desert each other 
in tho hour of supremo need. We want 
England and America each to feel— 
what we (irmly believe to bo tho fact— 
thai if either country gets its back to 
the wall, the other will come to its belli, 
no matter what the cause of the quarrel. 
"I don't cure about, the causes of tho 
quarrel, or who is in the right; I only 
know I'm not going to see you punch 
my brother's head." That is the family 
attitude or mind which is worth a wild- 
erness of diplomatic compacts, and that 
is the frame of mind which wo want to 
see acceptedi as necessary and inevitable 
on both sidos of the Atlantic, and, fur- 
ther, which we want to see foreign 
powers take cognizance of officially. 
Such a policy of family mutual insurance 
we regard as the most valuable thing in 
the world. Look at its results when 
Europe wnnted, before tho war began, 
to seize America's anus and pinion them 
to her side, and. when later tho powers 
longed, as in tho case of Japan and the 
Lino-Tung peninsula, to dictate the 
terms or pence. But you cannot have 
more than one power. If you have it 
based on more self-interest and make 
it the creature of :i written compact, de- 
pend upon it you. will wither the force 
of I he blood relationship. If Smith 
makes an agreement with .Tones that 
they will help each other in all circum- 
stances. Smith's own brother very 
naturally feeis that his obligations hay- 
to a great extent ceased to operate.

RAYNES SHOOTING CASE. 

Trial of the Salt Spring Trouble Opens 
in the Assize Court. 

The last ease of the full assizes opened 
yesterday before Mr. Justice Walkem. 
This is the trial of Fred. Rayncs, of 
Salt Spring Island, accused of shooting 
at F. Foord with intent to murder. 
Various causes had prevented witnesses 
from attending wdiile the regular assize 
was on, and that was; the reason the 
hearing did not come up sooner. Foord 
is quite an old man, and in his evidence 
yesterday said he had looked after 
Itaynos' family on account of Rayncs 
having neglected them. In cross-exam- 
ination it: was brought out that. Foord 
hail buried two wives, and that when the 
first one was ill once and expected to 
die. he had purchased a cofttn in ad- 
vance. However, the lady recovered 
that time, and so the coffin was not 
needed. The main story told by Foord 
was that after he and Rayncs were at 
"outs," Rayncs came to Rogers' hotel 
on August: 1!) and took a put shot at 
Foord with a little -22 calibre rifle. The 
bullet was deflected by Mr. Rogers 
grasping the gun. 

Mr. Rogers in his evidence contradict- 
ed this, stating that as soon as Rayncs 
came inside the door he grabbed the 
gun and it went off, and that. Rayncs 
did not point it at Foord. Both Foord 
and Mrs. Raynes denied that they had 
said that Mrs. Rayncs had been shot at 
by Raynes on August 18, but the evi- 
dence Of Mr. and Mrs. Rogers and 
Joseph Hoskins contradicted this. 

A- L. Belyea appeared for the crown 
and F. B. Gregory for the defendant. 

The case goes on again this morning. 



TUB STORM AT SIDNEY. 

Brave Rescue of Two Men Capsized a 
Mile and a Half From Land. 

Sidney, Jan. 1 1 . — I Special! — This after- 
noon about 1 o'clock Copt. George John- 
son, of the Sidney boat house, saw a 
bout containing I wo men— William 
Deighton and Sydney Hamilton, of Sid- 
ney island— capsize about 1% miles east 
from Sidney. He informed Mr. K. G. 
Norris, proprietor of the Sidney hotel. 
:iiul together they rowed to the wreck 
and rescued both men, at. considerable 
risk to themselves, there being a heavy 
swell on the water. They found Mr- 
Hamilton clinging to an upturned skiff 
which they had been towing, and so 
nearly overcome that ho had to he lifted 
into the boat, being unable to help him- 
self in the least. He had been sub- 
merged twice before he succeeded in get- 
ting hold of the boat, to which lie clung 
for 2. r i minutes before being rescued. 
Mr. Deighton was more fortunate, bo 
having climbed on the large flat-bottomed 
boat in which the two men hnd been, 
and which was also upset. This makes 
the eighth rescue effected by Copt. John- 
sou, at considerable risk to himself, and 
the residents in this district think it 
would lie well to call the attention of 
'tin' Humane Society to it. 



CITY POLICE COURT. 

Charge Against H. Siedonbnuiu of Sup- 
plying Liquor to An Intoxicated 
Person Dismissed. 

The only case in the city police court 
yesterday ' that occupied any time was 
that of H. Siedetibnum. charged with 
supplying liquor to an intoxicated per- 
son. " The weight of the evidence was 
in favor of the accused, and the charge 
was therefore dismissed. Constable 
Wood, who arrested the alleged drunken 
man, H. Stebbins, in Siedcnbaum's 
saloon, was of the opinion that Stebbins 
was drunk at the time liquor was sup- 
plied to him. but the bartender, other 
witnesses and Stebbins himself swore 
that the officer must have been mis- 
taken. 

" But," remarked the magistrate to 
Stebbins. "you pleaded guilty to being 
drunk when here the other day." 

The witness replied that he had done 
so to save trouble, and went on to ex- 
plain that as he was entering the door 
nf the saloon he slipped, which he said 
no doubt accounted for the opinion of 
the officer that he was drunk. 

Edward Scott was the only one before 
the court who was found guilty of the 
charge laid aguinsl him. lie broke the 
window of W- Harrison's saloon on 
Johnson street, and extricating a bottle 
of whiskey, proceeded to celebrate. 
Scott and the empty bottle were found 
by Constable Walker in an asli box at 
the roar of the Five Sisters block. Dur- 
ing I he next two months Seotl will be 
provided with a comfortable cot. at the 
provincial gaol. 

The hearing of the charge against 
John Clarke of having committed an ag- 
gravated assault on :i bluejacket on 
Saturday night, was adjourned until to- 
ihiv. The men had a fight on h'squi- 
inalt road, and both were badly used up. 

An information for vagrancy was with- 
drawn, the accused promising to go to 
work: and the charge of fighting on 
tin- street pending against Fred. \ eld for 
three weeks past, was dismissed. 

Two fishermen who engaged in n light 
on the streets had not been served with 
summonses, having left on a fishing ex- 
pedition, so their ense- was adjourned.

Hydraulic and Dredging- Operations

The places of the Provincial Secretary 
and the President of the executive coun- 
cil, and of the leader and the lieutenant, 
of the opposition were vacant when Mr. 
Speaker— clad for the first time in the 
(lowing robes of his high office. — ascend- 
ed his throne yesterday, and speculation 
at once arose on every side as to the 
causes lending to the new break in the 
ranks of the members. None of the four 
seals was taken during the sitting, ami 
while Col. Baker took early opportunity 
to explain the position of affairs so far as 
he personally was concerned, guesses 
were the rule in connection with Sir. 
Turner's vacant chair and those of the 
two ministers. Dr. McKechnie, a mem- 
ber of the government subsequently ex- 
plained, had not intended to return from 
Nunuimo until 'Tuesday, and his absence 
was without significance. Sir. Turner 
and Hon. Mr. Hume were in practically 
the same awkward position. They had 
to their utter amazement found their 
qualification called in question through 
some acts of agents in business in trill- 
ing salens to the government, the one 
through the Nelson branch of Turner, 
Beeton & Co., and concluded to refrain 
from exercising their rights as members 
until a determination of their position 
could lie hud, rather than sit and vote 
at a possible cost of IjrjUO per day. Nor 
was the boiling pot of politics confined 
altogether to the legislature, for news 
was received at the house of a little 
overilow to the courts, where in the first 
place a petition was filed against: the 
election of Mr. Alan Webster Neill. the 
member sitting for Alberul, the petition- 
er being R. W. Wilkinson of Alberni, 
who through his council, A. P. Luxton, 
bases his petition on the usual general 
grounds. Another action taken in the 
courts was that of S. Rogers, against A. 
10. McPhillips, the statement of claim 
being for $2,500, being for every day dur- 
ing which Mr. McPhillips sat in the 
house this session prior to his resignation 
being placed in the Speaker's hands. The 
suit is to test whether or not Mr. Mc- 
Phillips was re-ally disqualified, and 
Messrs. Davie, Pooley & Luxton are rep- 
resenting Mr. Rogers, Messrs. Bodwell 
& Irving Mr. McPhillips.

COL. BAKER WITHDRAWS. 
COL BAKER, on a question of privi- 
lege, asked tin- house to listen to a few 
remarks from him on the subject of the 
interpretation of the law of elections, or 
rather qualifications. It was to be seen 
from the ease of the member for Van- 
couver City, Mr. Tisdall, how small a 
lit be regarded as a violation 
unci it therefore behooved 
enc |, an( ] ,,11 to carefully investigate his 
rich! to the seat to winch ins constitu- 
enis hud elected him. Mr. Tisdall had 
offended, it appeared, through the sale 
bv an agent of some 70 cents worth of 
ammunition, a transaction of wliicii ue 
was entirely Ignorant, and tins served 
but to illustrate how careful all must 
be Personally he (Col. Baker) could not 
say whether or not his seat had been 
Jeopardized bv some net of an agent, 
lie had a large estate at Oranbrook, and 
it was (piite possible that, his manager 
there during his absence from the coun- 
try, might have sold u feed of corn or 
some other trifle to the local constable. 
The townsite, too, was owned half _ by 
the C. P. R. and half by himself, the 
railway company managing affairs, ami 
he could not say until he had looked 
into the matter whether or not the com- 
pany might not have done somothmg 
to render him ineligible under the now 
and rigorous interpretation of the law. 
He could not say as yet how he stood, 
but until lie had had opportunity to care- 
fully inquire into the position of affairs, 
he felt, it his duty to retire from Ins seat 
in the house— which he thereupon did. 

PREMIER SF.MLIN remarked that 
whatever the constitution specified as 
constituting disqualification had been the 
law since confederation, introduced by 
Attornev-Oeneral FlUIpO. Willi refer- 
ence to Col. Baker's position, it was pos- 
sible that he (the Premier) might be in 
exactly the same position, although he 
had no reason to believe so, and he pro- 
posed tit retain his sent and transact the 
business of the country until satisfied 
that; he was disqualified. The govern- 
ment were not: making nny new law with 
regard to qualificatioiis. They were 
simply carrying out the law on the stat- 
ute bppk since confederation.

The Speaker ruled that this was not 
in order until tin' reply to the speech 
had been proceeded with, it being first 
on the order paper. 

HON. MR. MARTIX, continuing the 
debate on the reply to the speech of His 
Honor, said that, as ho had already inti- 
mated, he held it to be a waste of time 
to discuss at any length this speech from 
the throne. There had this year been 
a curious effort, both in the house and 
out of it, to show that any interference 
witli the debate on the speech from the 
throne constituted a breach of parlia- 
mentary usage, and even so much as an 
insult to His Honor tlie Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and through him lo the Sovereign. 
Such 11 proposition he (lion. Mr. Martin) 
looked upon as utterly ridiculous, as 
against the government, whose speech it 
in reality was, the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, 11s everyone knew, being but the 
mouthpiece of the government in this 
respect. How could there be any in- 
sult: when the interference was made by 
the body whose speech it was that was 
dealt with? While generally disposed 
to follow practice and precedent when 
there seemed no reason to depart there- 
from, ho would never hesitate to set 
" form" aside whenever the good of the 
country appeared to be conserved there- 
by. The argument that precedent could 
not be found for the course pursued this 
session, possessed no force in his eyes, 
us ho held political precedents to be 
usually wrong. lie looked at matters 
11s they arose, not with the inquiry, " Is 
there precedent for this?'' but asking 
himself, " Is it right and for the general 
good'/" If the course to lie pursued 
appeared right, he was quite agreeable 
to making a precedent, This would be 
all he would have to say, for his own 
opinion with reference to the formality 
of the speech from the throne was that 
addresses should he made by the mover 
and seconder, the leader of the opposi- 
tion then criticizing the document and 
making any general remarks he might 
think lit, and the leader of the govern- 
ment closing the debate and the address 
being forthwith [inssed. He knew this 
procedure was nowhere thoroughly in 
vogue as yet. although the best deliber- 
ative bodies were merging that way. 
He would have nothing to say on the 
address itself, holding this opinion, al- 
though he would be glad to listen to the 
remarks of any other member on either 
side of the house. 

MR, BOOTH heartily congratulated 
tlie mover and the seconder of the reply 
on the excellence of their respective ad- 
dresses, and then proceeded to consider 
the great change that had taken place in. 
the opinion held by the gentlemen oppo- 
site since they' had become the govern- 
ment—as to the state of the country. 
When these gentlemen had been in oppo- 
sition their constant cry had been thai 
tlie country was going to ruin; that Brit- 
ish Columbia was on the very verge of 
bankruptcy and that nothing could save 
it. This was the refrain until after tlie 
elections. Now all was very different, 
and the members of the old opposition 
were brave enough and truthful enough 
to admit that things were not so bad 
after all— indeed the very first thing to 
receive comment in the address from 
the throne was that the industries on all 
hands were thriving and the country 
prosperous. No one could deny that this 
prosperity was to he largely attributed 
to tlie wisdom of the policy of the late 
government, which had in the milling 
industry done wonders in the moulding 
of 11 great and wealthy land out of the 
wilderness. Kootenay alone furnished 
illustration of the grand results follow- 
ing the policy of the late administration 
for the opening up of the country. The 
blue-ruin cry had served its purpose; it 
had no doubt helped to turn a few votes 
nt the elections; and he was glad to see 
that the government party was now will- 
ing to abandon it. and to admit that not 
disnsler hut prosperity had crowned the 
management, of British Columbia's af- 
fairs by Mr. Turner and his colleagues. 
There was one thing in the speech that 
particularly interested him— the portion 
dealing with the proposed readjustment 
of the taxation system. When this sub- 
ject was receiving the a Rent ion of the 
government he hoped that means would 
he found to make the mineral resources 
of the country contribute more liberally 
to its revenue. Take the mines of the 
Rossland camp as an example, and it 
would be found that they contributed 
but an insignificant proportion to what 
they were entitled to pay. Either they 
should be taxed upon their stock or they 
should yield a much augmented revenue 
from the return of the mines. The mines 
of the Kootenay hud been made valuable 
bv the liberal and far-sighted policy of 
spending money in opening up roads, 
trails, railways, etc., and it: was now 
time for a return of advantages. 

While considering the intention an- 
nounced bv the government of introduc- 
ing changes in the Elections net, he 
maintained that something should be done 
toward correcting the furoieul order of 
things so plainly illustrated during the 
past few davs. milking it impossible that 
anyone hereafter should lie disqualified 
through a trifling sale of seventy cents 
worth of goods, a transaction of which 
the unfortunate member knew absolute- 
ly nothing. The spirit of the act was 
assuredly not found in such cases, but 
to prevent the use of otlleinl position for 
gnin, 

The Controverted Elections net would 



also require revision, or else the man 
or moderate means would be debarred 
from serving his country in the legisla- 
ture, such honor being reserved for either 
the very rich or the candidate of the po- 
litical machine. What he felt most to 
be desired to preserve the purity of elec- 
tions was not so much excessive penal- 
ties as simple machinery for reaching 
the parties guilty of wrongdoing, wheth- 
er or not they be the successful ones at 
the polls. Election dishonesty should be 
in such a position that it might be dealt 
with as any other misdemeanor in tlie 
courts. Simplicity of prosecuting, not 
heavy penalties, was the assurance of 
election integrity, and wisdom would be 
shown in the introduction of legislation 
to facilitate the trial of cases of election 
misdemeanor in the ordinary courts; 
make it easy to reach the guilty, whether 
on the winning or the losing side, and the 
best interests of the state would be serv- 
ed. As things wore now shaping none 
but the very rich or the puppets of the 
machine could afford to defend his posi- 
tion as an elected legislator through tlie 
aggravating processes of the courts. As 
to tlie remarks of the Attorney-General 
in connection with the value of prece- 
dent, he for one would favor adhering 
to tried and proven precedent in pre- 
ference to the creation of unworthy ex- 
ceptions to the pracitce, simply to meet 
the exigencies of party.

B. C. Merchants Told of the. Cost 
of Excluding- the Alien 
Miner. 



O.'o the Editor of the Coloulst: 

AMERICANS IN B. C. MINES. 

Sir: A groat doul has been said re- 
garding what Americans have dune for 
British Columbia, ami a great, cry has 
gone up that Americans have developed 
Kootenay mines. Nov, let me ask the 
people who are always using this argu- 
ment to defend themselves when con- 
fronted by those who kuow better than 
this, and are in a position to kuow, who 
have founded the mining camps of both 
East and West Kootenay? In the first 
place, let me say that Americans never 
founded a camp in British Columbia, 
neither quartz nor placer. What is the 
proof of my argument? Are not the 
names of those creeks and camps proof.' 
Who found the first quartz claim in 
British Columbia at Field, on Mount 
.Stephen, in 18841 In the same year 
Jubilee mountain was found, but not by 
Americans. In 1885 Illecillewnct, by 
Canadians, while ia 1888 Fish creek was 
found by John Boyd and Thomas Bam, 
Canadians; in 181)0 Lardeau was found 
by myself, except the Silver Cup, which 
was found in HS.S."> by Thomas Ardell 
and others. In 1885 the quartz in Big 
Bend was found' by James Guns, keel- 
ing, A. McKay and five other Canadians. 
In 1802 Slocan was found by John 
Sandon, Henry Cody and Eli Carpenter. 
Those creeks are named after the gentle- 
men who found them. Then came the 
hordes from neighboring states, who 
staked everything in sight and out of 
sight, and it anyone will take the trouble 
to look over the mining laws, they wit 
find that it was after Slocan was found 
that the words "mineral in place were 
first inserted in our mining laws, as the 
Americans were staking on from 10 to 
■M feet of snow in Slocan and holding 
the ground for one year, in hopes that 
some one might find some mineral there. 
One man had no less than 2(i claims, 
each oil acres, and it' anyone wants that 
gentleman's name I will be pleased to 
irivn it 

"•Furthermore, we are told that those 
Americans, spent, much, money and urne 
hi developing these mines. Now, is 
there any one so foolish as to make this 
statement, as nearly every one of those 
mines paid from the grass roots to the 
Uine of from $50 to $100 profit per ton; 
there must be a great risk in an enter- 
prise of this nature. Poof Americans 
The members of our legislature should 
light for these people. When one thinks 
of all the losses that they have sus- 
tained in opening up these mines. Look 
at the condition of Spokane, Seattle and 
other cities to-day south of the line, It 
was a well-known fact in the early nine- 
lies that Spokane Falls was bankrupt, 
And it would bo so to-day if it had not 
been for the mining of Kootenay; and 
we see their gratitude at the Spokane 
fair last fall, when the Americans re- 
fused good Canadian money in payment 
of hotel bills und gate fees. Furthermore 
Canadians are told every day that Am- 
erican money opened up the mines at 
Uosslaud, but forget that as soon as 
Eastern Canadians stopped buying 
shares in Rossland mining companies 
fhat city was on the down grade, and 
until Canadian and British money came 
to their relief they were doubtful whether 
the camp would stand or fall. Also let 
us ask any one who owned the Be Roi 
mine in the first place— was it not the 
same man that afterwards found the 
North Star mine at Fort Steele'.' Also, 
3 would like to know who found Four- 
Mile' creek, Slocan lake, and wdio has 
developed the Lardeau country and Ille- 
eillewaet, and Waverloy mining group, 
at the head of Downie creek, also Fort 
Steel mines, Hull Mines, Nelson and 
Aiusworth. In fact, 75 per cent, of all 
the mines in British Columbia and Can- 
ada are owned by either Canadians, Eng- 
lish or Scotch syndicates, ami if any one 
wants to kmVw the men who found the 
placers of Big Bend, Cariboo, Cassiar, 
Otnineea or Klondike, they were Cana- 
dians. Cassiar, MeCullooh and Harry 
Tibbel; Klondike, Henderson; the first 
Claim developed in Cariboo, on Williams 
creek, was by William Barker, from 
whom Barkervillo is now- named. When 
Williams creek had been condemned by 
the Americans, a Welshman and Cana- 
dian had to prove its worth. Then 3,000 
aliens came rushing back, and carried 
away over $40,000,000 of its gold, to 
build up San Francisco and other Ameri- 
can cities, and now we are told that we 
dare not close our placers to aliens. We 
are also told that mining is not a profit- 
able business. This has boon told us 
on the lloor of the house, and all I have 
to say is this, that member must have 
been in company with Americans who 
do not know how to mine-. If it does not 
pay, why Are the Americans -so worked 
no over the passing of this bill? Simply 
because it means this— that Canadians 
will reap the harvest from uoff on, In- 
stead of those people -who M v ever ready 
to decry everything that is Canadian, 
with llii- backing of some Englishmen of 
the stamp of Lord Ashbunton, who gave 
the United Stales over 1,000,000 Square 
miles that was ours by treaty from L7o9, 
•after the fall of Quebec; and we find 
another Ashburton in 1899. But Cana- 
dians are not afraid; so let Americans 
rage and the people imagine vain things. 
Canada wants her placers, no matter 
who may get up petitions. There may 
he a day of reckoning, and lie sure and 
do not send the petitions to Seattle for 
signatures.

ALIEN EXCLUSION ACT. 

Sir:— As one who has had considerable 
experience in hydraulic mining in this 
province I do not think the far-reaching 
and disastrous effect of the proposed am- 
endment to the plneer mining act upon 
the hydraulic milling industry of .this 
province is Understood and appreciated 
either by the public at large or by the 
members of the legislature themselves. 

As I understand the matter, as it now 
stands, it is proposed to enact that no 
alien con acquire or bold any interest, in 
placer ground, either by discovery or by 
purchase or us a shareholder in a com- 
pany, nor can be employed as manager, 
superintendent or miner in any placer or 
iivdruulic mine. 

"it is well known that we have not 
among Canadians men with such experi- 
ence and knowledge of hydraulic mining 
ns they possess in California and it has 
been necessary for us to employ Ameri- 
° , ' f0 .. that very reason. The disas-

President of the Council, when speaking 
in support of this bill, drew a distinction 
between quartz and gravel mining, they 
both of them seemed to lose sight of the 
fact that when the latter takes the shape 
of an hydraulic mine just as large if not 
larger expenditure of capital upon devel- 
opment and machinery is necessary than 
in the case of quartz. The bill also af- 
fects English companies. 

The law now sought to be introduced 
is notably narrow-minded and contrary 
to the spirit of imperial legislation, but 
will also paralyze and cripple the opening 
up of mines which would be of lasting 
benefit to the province long after the 
placer mines of Klondike ami Atlin are 
worked out and deserted. 

HYDRAULIC MINER. 

EXCLUSION OF ALIENS. 

Sir:— You claim that, the Daily Colon- 
ist has been instrumental in the bringing 
forward of the Anti-Alien Bill now in 
the hands of the committee of the house, 
and as the following considerations do 
not appear to have received any atten- 
tion in the public press, perhaps you 
will kindly comment on them, and point 
out wherein, if any. the error lies. 

It. appears to be accepted as near the 
truth that. To per cent, of the placer 
miners operating ill the Northern dis- 
tricts are Americans, and it is proba- 
ble that of the remaining LVi per cent, 
not more than foiii-lil'ths are British 
subjects, so I hat, assuming the same 
proportions obtain in the near future as 
in the immediate past, out of every hun- 
dred placer miners who would under nor- 
mal conditions enter the Atlin gold fields 
this coming spring, eighty will be kept 
out if the bill under consideration be- 
comes law. 

Do the supporters of the said bill an- 
ticipate that tliis deficit of miners will 
he made up by an influx of British min- 
ers? If the deficit is so made up, well 
and good, but if not. and it does not 
seem reasonable to expect it, what ben- 
efit, will the proposed hill be to the prov- 
ince of British Columbia? And it is not 
difficult to prove thai it may become a 
serious detriment, as it is well known 
that quite a large proportion of Atlin 
miners not only outlltted in this prov- 
ince, but on their return homeward 
spent some time in our cities, spending a 
great deal of money. And these, with 
others, it is proposed to bar out! _ 

It is said that to produce one dollars 
worth of gold requires the expenditure 
of at least two dollars and a half in 
labor and supplies. This calculation has 
been made on the world's supply of gold 
from all sources; and while if is not 
definitely known what placer gold costs 
to recover, it is probable that a dollar in 
placer gold costs one dollar to get, taken 
as an average of a largo number of 
workers and over an extended period of 

time. , , , ,, , .,. 

It has been estimated that the Atlin 
country, under normal conditions, would 
attract this vein- some twenty thousand 
miners; outfitting and getting into th 
country would cost these men not les 
than $300 each, or it total expenditur 
of six millions of dollars, of which it is 
quite reasonable to assume that 40 per 
cent, would be spent in Canada. Lach 
miner would stay in the country on an 
average not less than one year, and the 
$300 he spends in outfitting and travel 
ling expenses would only represent one 
third of his total expenses for living and 
working, and the other $000 is perforce 
spent in this country, which reaps the 
benefit of it. The total expenditure of 
(he said twenty thousand miners foots 
up therefore to eighteen millions of dol- 
lars, of which not more than (It) per cent, 
of six millions, or three million six hun- 
dred thousand dollars, would have been 
spent abroad, the balance, fourteen mil 
lion, four hundred thousand dollars, be 
ing spent in the country. 

Now let us assume that the Anti- Alien 
Bill has become law and that one-half 
(a very liberal estimate) of the miners 
that would otherwise have entered, went 
in. 

Canadian merchants and transport 
lines would have, on the same basis of 
$300 per man, some three millions of 
dollars spent amongst them; and ten 
thousand men staying a year at the dig- 
gings, would spend, at :>0UU each, other 
six niillions of dollars in the country, a 
total expenditure of nine millions of dol- 
lars, which deducted from the former as- 
sumed balance of fourteen million four 
hundred thousand dollars, leaves five 
millions four houndred thousand dollars 
expenditure within the province less un- 
der the bill than without it. 

It is clear therefore that on the basis 
of calculation adopted, that a dollar in 
gold (placer) costs a dollar to get, the 
more placer miners there are in the 
country the belter that, country is off, 
regardless of how much gold they take 
out. 

If it could he assumed that the ten 
thousand British miners would take out 
as much gold as the twenty thousand 
miners of various nationalities, the ques- 
tion would take on another aspect at 
once, but 1 submit, that no one conver- 
sant with the facts would make any such 
contention. .... ,-. , 

The idea of keening the British Col- 
umbia gold fields for the sole behoof of 
British subjects is an attractive one; 
but, referring to the foregoing calcula- 
tion, will the legislators and merchants 
of this province be content to lose over 
five millions worth Of business anaUtuly 
for an id.CJir 

Would it not bo preferable to open up 
all that northern part of British Colum- 
bia as soon ns, and by every means pos- 
sible'.' Would it not be to the best in- 
terests of the province to settle that 
half million acres of good open lands in 
and around the Atlin country, which are 
worth little or nothing now, hut after 
settlement would he worth from $5 ami 
upwards per acre, supporting a popu- 
lation of the most desirable kind of im- 
migrants, voters and taxpayers? 

If the Anti-Alien Bill becomes law, 
it would seem that it would require at 
least double the time, if not more, to 
open up the Atlin country for settle- 
ment. Why should this most desirable 
end be put oft a number of years, and 
the people of British Columbia lose a 
very large annual business in order to 
conline the Atlin gold fields to British 
subjects only? . . 

Please understand, Mr. Editor, this is 
no plea for the Atlin minor; if it would 
be possible to replace all the foreign 
miners by British subjects, let the doors 
ho closed* at once, and let us develop our 
own country with our own hands; but, 
if wo cannot do this, it. seems unwise to 
stunt, our own development and retard 
our progress to riches und power, by 
keeping out the alien working man from 
our placer diggings. 

If I am wrong, kindly enlighten me 
and many others who think as per the 
foregoing. SUBJECT. 

INVITED BY AMEKCAN ACTS. 

Sir:— After the dirty treatment accord- 
ed this country last year by the people 
of (he United Stales, in the matter of 
the Klondike, it seems most strange that 
we should have one dissenting voice to 
the bills now before the house for (he 
exelusnion of aliens from our placer 
mines in British Columbia. 

The whole argument in a nutshell is 
this: AVhat benefit will British Colum- 
bia derive from, say ten or twenty 



thousand people who leave Seattle or 
other American ports on American ships, 
with a year's supplies purchased in Am- 
erican cities, and who return twelve 
months later to these same American 
cities to spend the millions of good Can- 
adian gold amassed by them from Brit- 
ish Columbia's gold fields? Only one 
answer can be given— the country will 
be so much poorer, and our rating by 
these very people will be poorer still; 
the more we allow them to bulldoze us 
into everything, the l»ss we are thought 
of by them. 

The people of Canada did not expect 
the niillions of gold taken from the 
Klondike to come to our own country 
hist year, but we did expect to derive 
some benefit in the way of trade, and 
would have done so, had it not been for 
the mean and small legislation directed 
against our merchants by the very people 
who, now they see that we are the mas- 
ters in the matter, are grovelling at our 
feet, and asking us to maintain the same 
silly policy in the future that we have 
maintained in the past! Much better. I 
say, that our gold mines were in the 
United States or Mexico, as in that 
case we should be put to no expense in 
a matter from which we most certainly 
derive no benefit. Let every true Can- 
adian hope that this may not be the only 
bill with this as its object. We require 
several more directed towards other in- 
dustries which are being exploited too 
much for the benefit of our neighbors to 
the south of us, and the sooner our peo- 
ple come to a realization of the fact that 
we can exist and manage our own affairs 
without their assistance the better oO 
we will all be.

AN OLD-Tl MEK PROTESTS. 

Sir: As an old British Columbian, 
anil one who has been in every mining 
camp in the province of any importance, 
and on account of being connected m 
most of their commercial affairs, as well 
as with mines, it has been my lot to 
fairly understand the conditions as they 
existed between British subjects and 
aliens, and must say that our relations 
were of the most amiable character. 
The general conduct, compared with 
many other parts of the continent, was 
of the best- Many of our aliens were 
Americans, in most instances speculat- 
ive and enterprising men, who through 
their energy did much to assist in the 
development id' the different portions of 
this province which have and are prov- 
ing to be of immense importance. At 
the same time, numbers of the old-timers 
who have been factors in making British 
Columbia what she is to-day (principally 
Americans) are still here, and have as- 
sisted, iu the uphill fight, will, by the 
•' Placer amendment, net " now before 
the legislature, be debarred from getting 
a piece of placer claim unless they be- 
come British subjects. This is un-Brit- 
ish, to say the least of it. 

Our boast has been equal rights to all 
men. Is the bill in question in accord 
with that question? I do not require to 
say. No. Aside from this question of 
sentiment, a matter of policy presents 
itself. One may well ask, Is it wise in 
the general interests of the province'/ I 
again say, No, for the reason that injury 
to business interests in nil lines will 
surely follow. Why'.' Many individuals 
(who are aliens) have made arrangements 
to go to the Atlin country during this 
winter and spring, but have now made 
up their minds that it would be unwise 
to do so, and I quite agree with them. 
This is one of those drastic measures 
that 1 did not believe the majority of 
the members of the legislature would 
allow to pass. While it is decidedly un- 
fair to foreigners who have gone North, 
with Atlin as then- haven, it is also un- 
kind to many who have made arrange- 
ments, and who may not. have started on 
their journey, as it unhinges all their 
plans. While I would not agree with 
the principle of making it even operative 
in one year, yet it would be much better 
and more fair to have brought it. into 
operation one year hence, as then aliens 
could have governed themselves accord- 
ingly. In addition a grave question of 
international importance is brought in. 
The Imperial government may have 
something to say in regard to such legis- 
lation. Canada is still under the wing, 
to some extent, of that grand old pro- 
tector, and this province being a limb of 
the Dominion, may have to reconsider 
what. I believe to bo an unwise legislat- 
ive act. I take this method to protest 
against the "Placer amendment act," 
now before the provincial legislature.

assuring the house that the Rossland dis- 
trict had given to the country infinitely 
more than it had even received in ex- 
penditure for works of a permanent or 
development character. The mines now- 
paid one per cent, on their output, which 
he thought would bo admitted to be a 
fair contribution, and the policy of the 
late government hud been, to his mind, 
a policy for the assistance of friends 
rather than iu the direction of develop- 
ing the country systematically — as in- 
stance the action taken on the Corbin 
proposition. He denied that Kosslaud 
had fared well at the hands of the 
late administration, pointing out that 
although they had received an ap- 
propriation for a new court house, it 
had not yet been built, nlthough the peo- 
ple were living iu hope. Tho government, 
he maintained, had received back in rev- 
enue from the Rossland district infinite- 
ly more than hud been ever expended 
within its borders. 

Mil. SMITH (Lillooet) had words of 
hearty appreciation for the mover and 
seconder of the reply, and found little 
to complain of in the speech itself, lie 
was happy to see that the government 
found itself in a position to dispense 
with the factor of revenue drawn from 
the collection of miners' license fees 
from the wage workers in metalliferous 
mines. Two years ago he had had the 
honor or proposing similar legislation as 
an amendment to the Mineral act, and he 
believed the people would cordially en- 
dorse the proposed abolition. As to the 
mortgage lax, all would be equally glad 
to see this impost disappear. The only 
question with respect, to the mortgage 
tax was whether or not the 
country could afford to sustain the loss 
to the revenue that its cancellation 
meant. Kegarding the mining laws h 
held that, they should be so amended a 
to encourage investment and the devel- 
opment of properties. He might refer to 
the history of the Golden Cache as show- 
ing one amendment to the- existing law 
that it is desirable to make. He would 
like to see legislation adopted, amending 
the Companies' net, so that it would be 
impossible for the directors of any com- 
pany to suppress or conceal the reports 
of the mine from the shareholders. .Such 
eases as that of the Golden Cache were 
doing much to bring British Columbia 
mining investments into disfavor wth 
the ctijiltftlists of the world, With refer- 
ence to the Conservation oT placet" min- 
ing Interests to Canadians, did not this 
mean British subjects? 

Hon. Mr. Cotton held that when 
an Old Country man came to Canada to 
take up his abode and assist in the de- 
velopment of the mines, and the coun- 
try, he at once became a Canadian. 

Mr. Smith accepted the explanation, 
and was only sorry that while the gov- 
ernment, were upon the subject of this 
anti-alien legislation they had not taken 
up its application to quartz as well as to 
placer mining. He could see no argu- 
ment justifying ti distinction between the 
two classes of mining in this connection, 
and held that the present plan wus in 
the direction of favoring the large capi- 
talist or mine operator as against the 
small holder of milling properly. It was 
legislation in the interest of monopolies 
and tended to east a slur upon the finan- 
cial strength and the skill of the Can- 
adian miners. He hoped the govern- 
ment before the close of the present ses- 
sion would see its way to bring in anti- 
alien legislation as applied to quartz min- 
ing, and promised that a measure in that 
direction would receive support from 
both sides of the house, t 

MR. HELGESEN referred to the 
general prosperity of the country and 
traced the history, position and present 
prospects of his own constituency — old 
Cariboo. He denied that Canadians 
needed anyone to teach them mining, 
and maintained that the greater propor- 
tion of the miners of British Columbia 
to-day were not Americans but Cana-, 
dians from the Eastern provinces. He 
denied, too, that the opening up of 
Kootenay was due to the liberal policy of 
tho late government, but rather to the 
energy of the miners and their knowl- 
edge of the worth of the ore treasures 
dormant, in the Kootenay hills. He hop- 
ed to see measures adopted for the pro- 
tection and development of the fishery 
industry, and welcomed the change in 
the hind laws as anti-monopolistic and 
calculated to bestow a lasting benefit 
upon the people of the province. 

MR. HELMCKEN prefaced his re- 
marks by paying his compliments to the 
Speaker on ids appointment and to the 
mover and seconder of the reply on their 
excellent speeches. It was news to him 
that the speech from the throne had be- 
come a mere formality, unworthy of seri- 
ous consideration— the document that 
was supposed to emliody the policy of 
the government. As to the address of 
His Honor this year it was not so much 
what it contained as what it failed to 
contain that excited his attention. He 
keenly deprecated the introduction by 
the mover of the reply to the sectional 
element, which he denied had an exist- 
ence in fact, pointing to Victoria's 
prompt and generous response to West- 
minster's cull for help on the occasion 
of the great, fire. Had there . been. Hie 
feeling of animosity between the Island 
and Mainland such a response could 
never have been looked for or made. In 
his opinion all members of the house 
were working according to their beliefs 
for tlie best good of all the 'province, and 
he hoped to see the sectional cry forever 
burled, for the common welfare. Touch- 
ing upon what be regarded as omission 
from the speech, he pointed to the fact 
that, while British Columbia bad always 
been a most loyal province of the crown, 
no reference had been made to the arrival 
in Canada of a new representative of 
Her Majesty, nor had the house been 
shown that the government was disposed 
to extend a cordial welcome to Lord Min- 
to or give a renewal of the assurance of 
its devotion to the crown. Another 
great national event, which he laid ex- 
pected to see referred to was the victory 
of the Sirdar, Lord Kitchener, nnd his 
brave men, with the mighty events fol- 
lowing in its train in the Soudnn. Im- 
perial penny postage, duo chiefly to the 
influence of Canada, and tho fisheries 
conference of the provincial premiers 
were other subjects that might properly 
have been referred to in the address, 
while he certainly had thought that some 
expression of opinion on the sealing 
question would have been made, showing 
the* position of tho government of Brit- 
ish Columbia toward the representatives 
of the sealing industry. 

Continuing. Mr. Helmcken said there 
was another important question to which 
he wished to refer and that was the Al- 
askan boundary question. Although al- 
lusion is made in the speech to -some 
intended legislation for the exclusion of 
aliens there was nothing in reference to 
this important subject, although he 
thought if the matter were brought to a 
close the government would find that the 
province would derive great benefit, as 
anyone wild has travelled up there and 
taken iin interest in the welfare of (he 
province would agree; it being in the in- 
terest of the province to have a solution 
arrived nr. Although it Is an Imperial 



question it would have been of great in- 
terest to have known exactly how the 
matter stands at present and what ac- 
tion the government- had taken to pro- 
tect the very serious interests which ore 
agitating the minds of the people of the 
province nnd now being discussed. It 
would have been the duty of every mem- 
ber of the house to strengthen the hands 
of the government if they had taken a 
decided stand in regard to tho questions 
which involve such large interests of the 
province. 

Although we might go beyond our jur- 
isdiction — the senior member for Victoria 
proceeded — we might respectfully place 
before the powers, of the day the views 
we hold, and while not forcing our views 
upon them might let them know the feel- 
ing of the people of the province. Mr. 
Helgesen had said this was ihe land of 
our birth. It was certainly of the speak- 
er's, and although Mr. Helgesen might 
have come to the country before lie did 
all should be actuated by tho same mo- 
tives and do all possible for its advance- 
ment, and should any position be taken 
antagonistic to our interests it was a 
duty to discuss it and let. other people 
know our position in regard to these 
serious questions. 

Turning to the speech, Mr. Helmcken 
said he was sun; that members on ids 
side of the house were glad to know that 
there were several measures which when 
brought down and discussed ami given 
careful consideration would receive the 
support, of those on the lloor of the house. 
The fact that the government intended 
to wipe out. the mortgage tax was a mat- 
ter of congratulation to those who have 
felt the pressure of that tax and it would 
certainly be a matter of congratulation 
if the government could see their way 
to get rid of what is not acceptable to a 
great portion of the public. 

Although he had no intention of wast- 
ing the time of the house, he did not 
wish honorable gentlemen to claim all 
the credit for all the measures fore- 
shadowed, although he hud no desire to 
rob them of the credit of introducing 
them. The anti-Japanese and autl-Chi- 
nese legislation and that referring to 
aliens had been brought up by himself. 
It would require careful consideration 
by honorable members, but he submitted 
that the stand taken on these important 
questions was a correct one, and while 
we, as loval subjects, were always will- 
ing to listen to the Imperial interests, 
yet at flu- same time, while we give 
'proper loyalty and proper devotion to 
those largo interests, it should be remem- 
bered that these Questions were vital to 
the happiness of the people of this coun- 
try, and it was his intention, when the 
correspondence he had asked for came 
down, to assist that the people intend to 
protect their rights, at the same tune 
yielding every right and proper consider- 
ation to the Imperial interests. He be- 
lieved the subjects when brought tor- 
ward would receive the discussion and 
consideration they deserve. 

There were many other subjects he 
would like to have touched on, but he 
had shown what, from bis point of view, 
he considered would have been nttinfl 
and proper to have found a place in the 
Queen's speech. Having received a 
very hearty endorsation of his past 
course in the house, he would be failing 
in his duty if he allowed any opportu- 
nity to pass by of continuing along tin? 
line he had adopted in regard to these 
important questions, 

Mil. McBIUDE (Dewdney, opp.) en- 
dorsed the remarks of tin? previous 
speaker in regard to the allegation of 
the existence of sectionalism. There is 
no sectionalism in British Columbia, he 
maintained; the people here are so much 
alive to the matters of business occupy- 
ing their attention that they have no 
time to discuss such a question. He 
was amused at the Attorney-General's 
saying that the speech was not the 
creation of the lieutenant-governor but 
of the government, saying that he almost 
expected to hear him add that it was the 
creation of the Attorney-General him- 
self. He hoped that the time would not 
be far distant when the members of the 
opposition might have the opportunity of 
removing the government from the treas- 
ury benches. 

Referring to the disastrous fire in 
New Westminster, Mr. McBride said he 
had felt very pleased indeed to hear the 
sympathetic remarks of gentlemen in 
the house, and was ghid'that the govern- 
ment was sensible of the position occu- 
pied by the people of the Royal City, 
and had foreshadowed legislation which 
would come to the aid of the people in 
their unfortunate position. It was only 
right in this connection to remember 
that not only had the people of the 
province and of other provinces come 
loyally to the assistance of the people 
of the Royal City, but that the people 
of tlie cities to the south bad also done 
so, and it might be well to remind our 
friends across the line that we have no 
wish to legislate against them while leg- 
islating in our own interests, and if we 
put legislation on the statute books 
showing that we are anxious to protect 
our interests, it. may result in the people 
in some of the states across the line who 
legislate against British subjects remov- 
ing that legislation and opening up the 
gate in favor of our people. He thought 
the effect of tlie proposed bill might be 
that those states where such legislation 
did exist would see the error of their 
ways. 

lie regretted that it had not seemed 
timely to the government to make any 
mention of the joint high commission 
which had been sitting in Quebec and 
later in Washington to discuss matters 
of great interest to the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia. Nothing had happened 
during the past six months of greater in- 
terest to the people here and the people 
of the United States than the agree- 
ment to this joint high commission for 
the settlement of questions affecting the 
welfare or the two countries nnd it was 
a matter for regret that the government 
had not seen clear to send a representa- 
tive to attend that commission. This 
was more to be regretted because al- 
most every other province had done so. 
He had thought that perhaps the Pre- 
mier would have gone himself in the in- 
terests of the province and have let the 
members of the commission know how 
the province of British Columbia stood 
in regard to those important questions 
they were discussing. He believed the 
Attorney-General did go East but he 
failed to see why the province was not 
duly represented at that commission. 

Then the conference of the premiers of 
the provinces at Ottawa regarding the 
fishery interests had been neglected and 
it seemed to him in view of the para- 
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mount importance of that industry to the 
province a piece of gross negligence that 
there was not some representative there 
from British Columbia, but perhaps the 
Attorney-General would have some ex- 
planation to give to this oversight. 

Congratulating the mover and seconder 
of the address very handsomely he pro- 
ceeded to pay a similar compliment to 
air. Speaker on his elevation to Unit high 
and honorable office. It had been in his 
mind to do so during some of the pre- 
vurious speeches he had delivered during 
the session, but had not been certain he

MB. EBERTS deplored the fact that 
no member of the government had taken 
the trouble to explain and elaborate the 
policy attempted to be portrayed in the 
speech, even though they might feel the 
hopelessness of essaying its defence. He 
felt bound to compliment the mover u.nd 
the seconder of the reply on the oratori- 
cal gifts they had displayed, but after 
their eloquence had ceased the members 
wore bound to ask themselves what their 
addresses hud contained, and And the 
total to be made up of beautiful lan- 
guage. He should have preferred less 
eloquent declamation and more sub- 
stance. As to the subject matter of the 
speech, there could he no doubt but that 
much of its contents had been deliberate- 
ly pirated from the other side of the 
house.

He recalled 
that when he hold the oliiee of attorney- 
general, ti deputation had waited upon 
him, asking a reference to the courts of 
a case to determine the constitutionality 
of tin' act in question, and within .'JO 
days a case stated had 'been brought be- 
fore the court and the constitutionality 
of the law determined. Was not this 
carrying out the law? The decision of 
the court had been appealed at once to 

■Ottawa, and the then government had 
taken every stop to properly maintain 
the constitutionality of the act at the 
federal capital by the best counsel to 
be obtained. Instructions had at the 
sumo time been issued to the inspector 

• of mines to enforce the law, and the 
prosecution of the manager of the Union 
mines followed. On the cases coming 
into the Supreme court, Mr. Justice 
Drake had found a technicality operat- 
ing against them, Inasmuch as the pen- 
alty clause did not specifically apply to 
.Chinese. 

Mr. Ralph Smith (interrupting)— Who 
made the law? 

Mr. Eberts — The legislature of British 
.Columbia made the law. 

Mr. Ralph Smith— Xo; the late gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Eberts denied that it was the 
late government. The Turner govern- 
ment came into existence in 1805, where- 
as this law had boon on the statute 
books since 1891. As soon as the error 
overlooked by both government and leg- 
islature had been brought to notice, the 
act had been corrected and prosecutions 
initiated wherever there was reason to 
suspect a violation of the net. Appeals fol- 
lowed as a matter of course and of right, 
and no one could blame the late govern- 
ment on this head, they having done all 
in their power, or in the power of any 
government, to see that the law was en- 
forced. There had been no thought or 
suggestion at any time to induce the 
late government to withhold its hand. 

The Attorney-General — Then why were 
the Chinese dismissed from the mines as 
soon us the new government came in? 

Mr. Eberts did not think that he could 
be expected to speak for the initio own- 
ers its to the causes prompting their ac- 
tions. He could demonstrate that the 
late government had vigorously carried 
out the law, and laid got conviction" lifter 
conviction against the mine operators.

t he mover did not wish in the face of 
the recent decision of the Privy Council 
of England to bumper the executive of 
tin; government in any ivay.

At the time of confedera- 
tion the fathers of the country could not 
foresee the immense proportions the fish- 
cry industry would assume in this prov- 
ince, now second lo none in the world. 
If the salmon interest alone were consid- 
ered he thought that his resolution would 
be justified, but there were also the hali- 
but, sturgeon and other deep sea fisher- 
ies. IIo was convinced thai bad it been 
possible to contemplate the present pro- 
portions of the fishing industry in Brit- 
ish Columbia the terms of union under 
Which the province entered confederation 
wouid have provided for a local admin- 
istration of fishery affairs which were by 
their peculiar conditions impossible of 
intelligent direction from a distance. His 
resolution, he explained was in the joint 
interest, of fishermen and canncrs, and 
he thought the local house the body from 
which such a suggestion should emanate. 

PREMIER SEMLIN questioned if the 
mover had adduced sufficient evidence to 
ustify the passage of the resolution, hav- 
ing for its object an interference with a 
matter determined by the terms of union. 
IIi? asked the member for Dowdney to 
withdraw his motion as calculated to ir- 
ritate federal authorities and work no 
benefit. British Columbia had represen- 
tatives at Ottawa, including one directly 
from the fishing district most directly in- 
terest, and they could look after the best 
interests of their constituents. 

Ml!. HELGESEN differed from his 
leader, and endorsed the resolution as in 
the right direction, and calculated to 
sliongthen the hands of the members 
of the Commons. 

HON, MR. MARTIN did not see the 
value of interfering with matters out' 
side the jurisdiction of the house unless 
very much stronger ground were shown. 
Hi? did not favor commissions, preferring 
that the government should administer 
directly, and thus remain directly res- 
ponsible to the people for good deeds or 
ill. 

MB. BOOTH was much of the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General, and thought 
too. many resolutions were passed only 
to find their way to the waste-paper 
basket. There might be more in the 
case than bad yet boon developed, how- 
ever, ami he therefore moved the ad- 
journment of the debate for one wok. 

It was so ordered. 
POLICE AND PRISONS BILL, 

Th Tolice and Prisons Regulations 
Amendment bill (Attorney-General) was 
read a third time and passed. 

PLACER MINING BILL. 

On the order for the adoption of the 
house committee report on the Placer 
Mining bill. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the order he discharged and the bill 
lie recommitted, with instructions to the 
committee to strike out sub-section 4 of 
section 2, and substitute the specific 
declaration that a free miner's license 
held by an alien shall not entitle the 
holder to locate, record or acquire any 
new claims, but. merely hold the prop- 
erty of which he may be possessed tit 
the passage of the act; and also that 
the exclusion of alien miners shall not 
include the right that may be given by 
Hie lieutennnt-governor-in-council to 
aliens to engage in dredging or other 
hydraulic mining, as distinct from ordin- 
ary placer mining. 

Mr. Pooley wished to see so important 
an amendment printed before the house 
wtis asked to consider it. 

The Attorney-General did not object. 
He explained that the object was to 
make clear that aliens already holding 
certificates as free miners could not, 
after the passage of the act, acquire any 
additional properties, while tit the same 
time it. aimed to admit, the investment 
of foreign capital for extensive hydrau- 
lickillg works, which were in principle 
very similar to quartz mining. 

The bill will be recommitted Tuesday, 
when Mr. Smith (Lillooet) will-also have 
n suggestion to make in regard lo differ- 
ing certificates for foreign and British 
miners. 

GRAND JURORS BILL. 

HON, MR, MARTIN moved the sec- 

1 reading of (he Grand Jurors bill, 

which has for its object the reduction of 
the maximum of the grand jury panel 
from 2:; to 1.",, so that 7 instead of 12 
men might bring in a true bill. Person- 
ally the Attorney-General did nof be- 
lieve in the grand jury at till, and if the 
power to do so existed, would move for 
its abolishment. Then? had been much 
complaint in regard to grand jury ser- 
vice, which was not paid for, and this 
measure proposed lo cut: the grievance 
down by one half. 

MB. HELMCKEN did not like the 
unlucky thirteen, and was informed that 
opportunity to amend the number, if de- 
sired, would he offered in committee; 
while Messrs. Prentice, Munro and Kin- 
chant argued vigorously in behalf of re- 
muneration — to the extent at least of 
I ravelling expenses— being arranged for 
grand jurors. The Attorney-General 
promised that Ibis latter subject would 
receive the careful consideration of the 
government. 

The second reading of the bill was 
not opposed, and it will he committed 
at the next sitting of the house. 

Prior to the rising of the house, the 
namejof Mr. Prentice was substituted 
for that: of Mr. Kidd on the public ac- 
counts committee.

Sir:— No doubt you will agree that 
Ktops should be taken to avoid anything 
like friction or a deadlock between the 
municipalities of Victoria, Vancouver, 
Nnnnimo, New Westminster and the 
school trustees. It is therefore in order 
to secure harmony nnd smooth working, 
that the school act should be amended in 
its' extraordinary and unbusinesslike 
clauses. 

Clause 24 of the School act gives ex- 1 
cessive powers, and should be amended 
to conform with clause 3S. 

Clause 30 defines the extensive duties 
and authority of the trustees, and for 
an unlimited expenditure. 

Clause 37 directs the trustees to pre- 
pare an estimate for the annual expen- 
diture, and furnish the municipal coun- 
cils witli a copy of the same. This es- 
timate cannot he reduced or amended by 
llie municipalities, hut they must pay the 
sum demanded by the trustees. 

Clause 38 is framed on business prin- 
ciples, but conflicts with, if it does not 
override the preceding clause. It sets 
forth: "That the amount of money or- 
dered to be assessed and levied for school 
purposes ia any city shall be placed to 
a separate account, by the city treasurer 
and shall be paid to the trustees. It 
shall not be lawful for the board of 
school trustees to incur nay liability be- 
yond the sum shown by such account to 
be at their disposal." 

It will be seen that clauses .14 and d3 
give unlimited powers of expenditure to 
the trustees, whereas clause 3< very pro- 
perly restricts the expenditure to the 
special rate assessed and levied for 
school purposes. 

Clause 34 should he amended so as to 
conform to the definite authority for ex- 
penditure contained in clause 38. 

Clause 157 should be eliminated from 
the act as it conflicts with clause 38 in 
the matter of expenditure, excepting that 
portion which directs the preparation of 
an annual estimate. 

If the special rate of two nulls now- 
levied by the municipalities for school 
purposes 'is not sufficient, let the extra 
sum neccssarv be borne in equal shares 
by the province, and the municipalities. 
Let the S'.i revenue tax be collected with- 
out favor and let the additional amount 
required to make up the share of the 
cities be levied fairly on real estate ami 
on all licenses. 

These ideas, however crude, may form 
a nucleus on which suitable amendments 
to the School act can be framed, which 
ihould he placed without delay before the 
legislative assembly. jj^CDONALP.
